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Early Postal History of Canada 


FROM JARRETT B.N.A. AND 


HOWES 


“CANADA” 


By Larry G. Shoemaker 


Editor's Note—A reader sends in 
the following clipping from 
“Stamps” of some few years ago 
suggesting that it be reprinted for 
the wide amount of information that 
has been brought together in brief 
compass. 





In 1755 a monthly packet service 
was inaugurated between Falmount 
in Cornwall and Boston. A  post- 
office was established in Halifax and 


a small vessel carried mails between 
Halifax and Boston. After the battle 
of The Plains of Abraham and the 
country was ceded to Great Britain, 
steps were taken to connect the new 
British colony with its sister colo- 
nies by postal service. Benjamin 
Franklin, who had been deputy to the 
Post-master-General in England for 
some years, was sent to America in 
August, 1763, and made the first 
Postmaster of the English Colonies 
in America. 

In Canada he opened post offices 
at Quebec, Trois Rivers and Mont- 
real, appointed a postmaster in 
charge of the Canadian post offices, 
and established a monthly service 
between Montreal and New York. 
The latter port was in regular com- 
munication with Europe by a packet 
service. 

It was not until after the Amer- 
ican revolution that an attempt was 
made to bridge the gap between Can- 
ada and Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick and the independence 
made it necessary for mail to be 
carried over British territory. In 
the summer a vessel could carry 
mail from Quebec down the river 
and gulf to one of the British ports, 
from whence it could be carried 
overland to Halifax by favor of the 
next traveler making the trip. 

In 1784, at the instigation of 
Deputy Postmaster General Finlay 
a French-Canadian by the name of 
Durand made a trial trip from Que- 
bee to Halifax. 


The trip to Halifax required six 
weeks but the return required 102 
days, the total cost was $764 and the 
revenue was less than $300, so the 
route was given up as a failure. 
Four years later the British Post 
Office inaugurated a packet service 
carrying mail from a British port to 
Halifax over the same route  pion- 
eered by Durand. This line of com- 
munication was continued by stage 
coach. until 1876, when Intercolonial 
Railway connected Quebec with the 
city of Halifax. 


In the spring and summer of 1784 
the United Empire Loyists settled 
in Upper Canada, principally in and 
about York and Kingston. For the 
first. five years communication with 
the outside world depended upon 
flat-bottomed boats plying more or 
less regularly between Kingston and 
Montreal. The King's ships served 
the settlements as far west as Nia- 
gara. When navigation closed com- 
munication with the outside world 
was closed. Unless a settler was 
making a trip to Montreal, carrying 
with him the mail of the other 
settlers and in returning brought 
mail and news they were in complete 
ignorance of the affairs of the out- 
side world. 

These conditions could not last 
long and in 1787 the settlers 
petitioned the Governor-General for 
a post road west to Kingston. Two 
years later a courier was employed 
to make one trip a year from Mont- 
real to Niagara. This arrangement 
continued with some increase in ser- 
viee until 1810 when a fortnightly 
service was established between 
Kingston and Montreal. For those 
along the border of Lake Ontario 
and Lake Erie, they used the far 
better service of the United tates by 
sending their mails to Buffalo. 

Prior to the building of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway in 1885, the 
Royal Canadian Northwest Mounted 
Poliee took their mail to Bismark, 
Dakota and other mail was sent to 
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Fargo, going thence around to De- 
troit and into Canada. 


Previous to the appearance of 
Canada’s first adhesive, Canadian 
postmasters collected the charges 
in cash and stamped the letters 
“PAID” in black, or in red if the 
amount was to be collected at the 
destination. A combination of both 
black and red will be found (See 
Freelton Stampless). This was pre- 
paid from Freelton, Ont. with a 
black 6 penny cancel to the border 
at Windsor, Ont., then being over 
800 miles from there to Chicago the 
“Ten Cent cancel in Red was added 
to be collected at the destination. 

This brings us near the opening 
of our philatelic history of the first 
Canadian adhesive postage stamp. 
The united provinces had an area 
of about 350,000 square miles and a 
population in 1850 of some 1,800,000 
people. 

For one hundred and forty years 
Great Britain had managed her col- 
onial posts, or at least directed them, 
when on July 28, 1849, the British 
Parliament passed an “Act for en- 
abling Colonial Legislatures to 
establish Inland Posts," Canada lost 
no time in taking advantage of this 
Act, and in 1850 passed the required 
ordinances for the transfer of its 
domestic postal system to the con- 
trol of its own government. 

This was known as the *POST OF- 
FICE ACT" and was signed March 
25, 1851, and the first adhesive 
stamps were issued to the publie for 
the first time on April 23, 1851 (See 
London Philatelist XIII, page 153). 
This agrees with other known facts, 
and can doubtless be taken as the 
correct date for the 3d. stamp. 

In the early days of the Hudson's 
Bay Company the “Standard of 
trade” was a beaver skin. Thus the 
beaver naturally became emblematic, 
which resulted later in its use as the 
“Crest” of the Canadian  coat-of- 
arms. It is also only natural when 
Sir Sanford Fleming, a civil engi- 
neer and draughtsman, was asked to 
design a suitable subject for the 
first stamp, selected a subject which 
would convey the idea of value to 
both French and English alike, 
namely the beaver. 

The 3d., 6d, and 12d. stamps were 
ordered from and engraved on steel 
by Messrs. Rawdon, Wright, Hatch 


and Edson of New York, who, it will 
be interesting to note, were the en- 
gravers of the 1847 issue of the 
United States stamps. 


LETTER FROM GERMANY 


Our foreign mail is getting heav- 
ier, within a week we have heard 


from Trindad, Argentina, Jugos- 
lavia, Holland. Belguim, Spain, 
Italy, Greece, etc, not to mention 


Great Britain, New Zealand and the 
U.S. But a letter that rather called 
for a second reading was one from 
Germany, first since before the 
war. We hardly know how to regard 
this lengthy letter. It candidly states 


that the isolation policy of the 
“Third Reich" secluded Germany 
from the external world and col- 


lectors lost all relations with Ger- 
many. Many collections and  phil- 
atelic libraries were lost as a result 
of the war. Present difficult time 
and economic conditions the letter 
reads places the Germany collector 
where more than ever he requires 
mental diversion and distraction and 
the letter writer asks every phil- 
atelist to give assistance to remove 
the obstacles as quickly as possible. 
He seeks Canada stamp literature 
to translate into German and desires 
to mediate exchange between Can- 


adian and German collectors. 
Mention is made of the export 
prohibition of stamps and legal 


tender but hopes that sooner or 
later the prohibition will be loosened 
or annulled. Though he is not al- 
lowed to pay at present he is pre- 
pared to do so as soon as orders of 
the Allied Occupation  Aufnorities 
permit, if Popular Stamps will send 
him a catalogue or journals relative 
to Canada, and asks if we can show 
him a way of reaching his aims of 
P Magalie collaboration. with Can- 
ada. 

The letter touches us sympathet- 
ically. We gladly send him copies of 
P.S. without thought of pay. We 
have no idea of what success we 
may have of reaching him or how 
far he may progress in his desire. 
In any event we wish Erich Haide, 
(24a) Balje uber Stade, Provinz 
Hannover, Britische Zone, Germany, 
every success.

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CANADIAN TOPICS 
“The stamp and I" 


by Phil Atts 
a 


As this is written before July Ist, 
it won’t do much good to tell you 
that the “Citizenship” stamp won’t 
follow the pictures which have al- 
ready appeared in the philatelic 
press. Before you read this you will 
have seen for yourself. To those 
who have followed the detail of re- 
cent Canadian issues you will note a 
short departure in the lettering and 
numbering. It looks as if some new 
blood has been added to the design- 
ing staff of the Bank Note Com- 
pany. Possibly the Bell stamp may 
be the last of the old style. 


For nearly a year I have been try- 
ing to get a  photagraph of the 
cover page of Vol. 1 No. 1 of *Stamp 
Collectors Record", America’s first 
philatelic publication (S. Allan Tay- 
lor—Montreal, Quebec). Only one 
copy is known. The help of Sir John 
Wilson has now been enlisted—thru 
efforts of a mutual friend while at- 
tending the “Cipex’”. If I get it I 
hope to pass along a cut to readers 
of “Popular Stamps". 


Was pleased to see recently where 
our own *Bluenose" stamp was re- 
cently named the world’s No. 1 
stamp for beauty. Its color has often 
been called “Stamp Collector's Blue" 
—said to be the philatelist's favor- 
ite color. This should bring out to 
the market more of this stamp 
which is said to be held in large 
quantities by the accumulators—you 
know those fellows. 


One of the minor highlights (so I 
am told) at the recent “‘Cipex” was 
the first meeting of Fred Jarrett 
and Winthrop Boggs. Both are well- 
known writers of books on B.N.A. 
Charles Brisley of Detroit was 
Master of Ceremonies, with a sly 
glint in his eye. Should we call this 
paragraph the height of under-state- 
ment? 


Note should be made of the recent 
addition to the “Roll of Distinguish- 
ed Philatelists" of Senator James 
Calder of Ottawa. Senator Calder 
has done a vast amount of research 
work on our early issues and it is a 
pity that his failing eyesight has 


cut off his enlightening studies. 

It is a trite remark to say that 
stamp magazines with the best of 
intentions are born only to die. But 
our own “Popular Stamps" is still 
rolling along with now the largest 
circulation ever attained by a Can- 
adian philatelic publication. Hats 
off to “The Boss” who is still plow- 
ing a pretty straight furrow. “Hiya, 
Mae", sorry I missed you a couple 
of weeks ago. Saw lots of the June 
number piled about but understand 
you were at the farm. Sounded like 
a good place to be too. 


MORE DATA ABOUT MASONRY 
ON STAMPS 


In the splendid article, *A Masonic 


Stamp Collection as a Hobby," pub- 
lished in the February and March 
numbers of the Bulletin, the author, 
Mr. George B. Clark, suggested that 
‘it is well to keep in mind and 
record the life story of the anti- 
Masons.” 

Through Mr. Clark, we learn of 
an anti-Masonic series of stamps 
issued in 1941 by the Serbian govern- 
ment while it was under Axis domi- 


nation. According to the note in 
Scott's 1947 Catalog, which  illus- 
trates these stamps, they were 


issued “To commemorate the Anti- 
Masonic Exposition of October 22, 
1941. The surtax was used for anti- 
Masonic propaganda.” Each of these 
stamps bears the date of the Exposi- 
tion: "22 x 1941." 

A hooded figure is shown on one 
stamp, raising its hands in fear at 
the light of exposure. On its breast 
is the Masonic emblem. 

Another stamp portrays a patriotic ` 
Serbian leader pushing over the two 
Masonic columns. On a third, Free- 
masonry is represented as a viper 
which some Serbian patriot is chok- 
ing with a strong hand. Another 
stamp shows the seal of Solomon, the 
interlaced triangles, on the surface 
of the cracked sphere, being broken 
up by the rays of light which seem 
to come from the coat of arms of 
Old Serbia. 

This data should be of interest to 
stamp collectors for the anti-Masonic 
section of a Masonic stamp album.—

TEMPERATE NAMES 
Mr. Gerald E. Wellburn sends us 
the following from McLean’s Mag- 
azine and appends a few notes re 
the post office. 


*Mr. John Pop, Soda Creek, B.C." 

To finish on a proper temper- 
ance note we'd like to report 
that the residents of Soda 
Creek, B.C., include a Mr. John 
Pop. 

We know this for a fact be- 
cause, having heard about it in 
roundabout fashion from a scout 
in West Bend, Sask., we wrote 
the postmaster at Soda Creek to 
make sure the said gentleman 
really gets his mail there. Our 
own letter was promptly  re- 
turned; on the bottom was the 
Soda Creek postmark and the 
terse pencilled message, “Yes 
he does.—P.M.” 


Soda Creek, on the Cariboo Road, 
was granted a post office in 1864 
and assigned the numeral  obliter- 
ator ((20)). As the annual revenue of 
the Soda Creek Post Office rarely 
reached one hundred dollars, British 


Columbia stamps cancelled ((20)) 
are not at all plentiful. 
After Confederation, the neat 


numeral canceller was replaced by a 
erude uncut cork, which so complete- 
ly oblitered the  3-cents Canadian 
stamps that I wonder which end of 
the bottle was used as the  hand- 
stamp—the cork, or the bottom,— 
or both?

People who paid high prices for 


Australian Occupation stamps over- 
printed *B.C.O.F., Japan, 1946" may 
lose heavily because it is understood 
the Treasury has given approval for 
overprinting to be continued, states 
a message from Melbourne. 

If the same overprint is used, as 
is expected, the only stamns of real 
philatelic value will be those bear- 


ing the date of the one-day issue, 
late last year. 

But the date on many of the 
stamps—King George VI  design— 
cannot be detected. 

The mystery of the  overprinted 


British Commonwealth Occupation 
Force stamps was explained recently. 


Army at that stage did not have the 
necessary approval. Approval was 
given soon after. 

Overprinting was first introduced 
as a check against the manipulation 
of currency and blackmarket activi- 
ties among service personnel. Orig- 
inally this was done through postal 
notes, hundreds of pounds worth of 
which were sent to Australia for 
remittance. When this form of trad- 
ing in postal notes was stopped, ser- 
vicemen started buying up sheets of 
stamps.
